CHINESE FORCES. RETAKE 


Shunan, Chekiong, Feb. 8. 

Braving snow and ditter weather, 
Chinese forces Inunched fierce 
counter-oifensive on Yubung, 15 
kilometres west of Hanyehow, on 
February @ and recaptured the city, 
according to belated reports received 
here, 

The Chinese forces re-entered: the 
city of 20 pm, after routings the 
Japanese” troops; The=populuce-wis 
Jubilan, whea it saw the Chin 
Hare in hoisted on the city walls. 
The Japanese troops have retreated, 
to Hscubniu, south-cast of Yubans. 
Thelr defeat is attributed to the 
muddy terrain, which rendered their 
mechanized units ineffective. 

The victorious Chinese forces from 
Yubong are now pushing toward 
Hsienlinftu and Hnupyehow.

. Captain Sanne has repérted to the 
local outhortties that the Yun Mau is 
now in Formosa, ‘ 

The officers and Chinese crew were 
returned to Hongkong lwo days ato 
uboard a Japanese’ steamer , which 
obeyed radio signals to divert to 
Formosa to plek up the men. 

The Yun Mau ran aground in 
Hongkong in the September 2 typhoon 
and after belng shivaged wos re~ 
registered under the Greek fing und 
renamed Spata. ~ 

She left Hongkong on January 23, 
bound for Foochow, from where she 
was to opcrate In the coastal trade. 

It is understood that a Japanese 
destroyer called on the ship to halt 
within two hours of icaving Hong- 
kong. 

She was boarded by n Japanese 
maval party, and after the ship's

British Navy 
In Mediterranean 


London, Feb. 7. 

Now that the Home Fleet has taken 
over patrol duties in the Western 
Mediterranean, it ts understood that 
the total British destroyer strength 
in the Mediterranean Is forty-five 
vessels, : 

Among the cruisers are the Intest 
type HUM.S, Southampton and H.M.S. 
Neweastle, both, of which are equip- 
ped for antl-alreraft defence. 

“There ty reason to believe that the 
pirate ships in the Mediterranean are 
bused on Majorca,” said the Foreign 
Sceretary, Mr. Anthony Eden, in the 
House of Commons to-day. 

Mr, Eden ndded that the Govern- 
ment had reluctantly come te the con- 
clusion that the British steamer 
Thorpeness, which was bombed in 
Tarragona harbour on January 20, 
was the object of un deliberate attack, 
Sir Robert Hodgson, the Brittsh re- 
presentative in Nationalist Spain, had 
informed the Salamanen authorities 
that the British Government took a 
serious view of .this bombing, and 
required a full explanation. 


BRITISH ATTITUDE FIRM . 


With regard to the rumours that 
Italy intended to send a large armed 
force to Spain In the near futuro, Mr, 
Eden said that he hand no evidence 
that such was the case, The British 
Government, he added, would regard 
the despatch by any country of troops 
to Spain as an breach of the Non- 
Intervention Agreement, creating a 
situation of which Britaln would be 
bound to take a most serlous view. 

Mr. Eden said that the British 
Government was unable to accept the 
contention of the Franco Government 
that the Insurgents had not lald the 
mine which had damaged 3LMS, 
Hunter on May 13 last yenr, and the 
Salamanca Government had been in- 
formed that the British claim would 
be approximately £130,000.—Reuter,

open for business In -Peiping and in 
Tientsin on March 1. 


The new Reserve Bank will have a 
capital of $50,000,000, half. of which 
is subscribed by the provisional 
government and the remainder by 
elght participating Chinese banks bere 
and {tn Tlentsin. 


The bank will have advisers, pre- 
sumably Japariese, who will be em- 
powered to attend the meetings of the 
Board of Directors. 


Regulations governing the organi- 
sation of the bani state thnt cover 
for n note Issue must be at least 40 
per cent., in pold, silver and or foreign 
currency. and not more than 60 per 
cent. of Government sccuritles and 
other bonds or bills guaranteed by 
the.

As it is believed that there Is no 
fold or silver available for cover, 
unless It-has been imported from 
Japan, {t appears that the only cover 
procurable Is bank notes of the three 
Central.

HARVEY FIRESTONE DIES 
AT MIAMI BEACH 


Miami, Beach, Fob, 7. 


The death is announced of Mr. 
Harvey S. Firestone, the famous 
rubber magnate and hend of one 
‘of the biggest tyre manufactur- 
ing firms in the United States. — 
Reuter. 


The late Mr. Firestone, was .born 
in Ohio in 1836, und cducated at a 
‘business college, In 1091 he became 
president of the Victor Rubber Co., 
and a few: years Inter organised the 
Firestone Tyre and Rubber Co. of 
U.S.A., following this up with a aiml- 
Inr company in Canndao and also the 
Firestone Steel ,Products Co; and 
various other concerns. 


During the World War, in addition 
to being a member of the Ohio Coun- 
cll ‘of Defence, he: was president of 
the Rubber Association of America, 
organising its activities for war- 
work. 


‘OBITUARY _. : 


OPPOSED RUBDER 
RESTRICTIONS 


In 1922 he Ied a campaign in op- 
position to the scheme put into force 
by the British Government on re~- 
siricting the output of rubber os a 
means of building up the industry. 
Looking round for competitive sour- 
ces, Firestone was largely instru- 
mental in Indicating the rubber- 
growing possibilities of the Philip- 
pines and certain South American 
countrics. He also started in Liberia, 
West Africa, n number of rubber 
planations on which he decided to 
spend £20,000,000.. Entering into an 
agreement with the Liberian Gov- 
ernment for a lease of 1,000,000 acres, 
he had got by the end of 1928 about 
30,000 acres under cultivation; 
6,000,000 young rubber trees had been 
planted, miles of good roads had been 
constructed and buildings of various 
kinds erected. About 10,000 native 
labourers were being employed. 


In 1028, Firestone began operations 
in England by opening a large, up- 
to-date factory, at Brentford, near 
London. At the luncheon in connec- 
tion with its inauguration Firestone 
from his oMice at Alcron, Ohio, ex- 
changed .gtectings by wireless tele- 
phone with Sir W. Joynson- Hicks, 
the British Home Sccretary. 


Among Firestone's benefuctions is 
a yearly scholarship giving four 
years’ college education to the high 
school student who writes the best 
essay on good roads and highway 
transportation,

Are women strong enough ta blow 
the bagpipes? ‘ 

This question has been discussed 
by the Scottish Piping S®tety, of 
London, which has ussisted In mak- 
ing arrangements for a national plp- 
ing contest to be held in London this 
month, . 

It is a rule of the Society that only 
mules are eligible for membership, 
and. no change Is to be made, despite 
the growth In the number of women 
pipers. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
women will be permitted to enter the 
competition but an oficial said re- 
cently that he doubted If any would 
wish to compete with men. 

“I's not the thing for a woman to 
blaw the pipes, and it’s unbeerd of 
for her to belung to n society,” he 
added. 

° 50 GIRL PIPERS 

“Women are making plenty of 
nolse in the world nowadays without 
their taking up the bagpipes,” was 
another view expressed by a Lordon 
Society oficial. He recalled that 
there was a time—following the '45 
Rebellion—when the playing of the 
pipes was made punishable by death, 
even jn Scotland. : 

A supporter of women pipers, how- 
ever, was the Rev. J. W. Graves, 
manager of - the Dagenham Girl 
Pipers, He told me that the Jmpres- 
sion that the efficient skirllng of the 
pipes called for the lungs of o 6ft 
Highlander was “totally erroncots,” 

“By for the greater proportion of 
the physical exercise needed,” he 
sald, “Is of the arms, not of the 
lungs.

Machinery and: magazine spaces, 
Ahe “vitals” of a warship, are con- 
taincd In the innermost “box,’ and 
are thus -completely fsolated from 
the effect of explosions which breach 
the outer hull and even shatter the 
first of the inner hulls. 


HONEYCOMB OF CELLS 


Further, each ‘of the “boxes” 1s 
sub-divided by stout bulkheads into 
scores of watertight compartments, 
the whole structure forming a steel 
honeycomb of strongly bullt cells. 

In planning this method of de-

These facts may expinin why the 
naval ataffs of the leading Powers 
ate supremely confident that their 
new battleships would remaln afloat 
and In fightlng trim despite the 
heaviest puntshment which it would 
be possible to inflict on them with 
the weapon of to-day and to- 
morrow.

HARVEY FIRESTONE DIES -

Harvey S. Firestone, the famous 
rubber mngnate and head of one 
of the biggest tyre manufactur- 
ing firms in the United States.—

. The late Mr. Firestone, wos born 
in Ohio in 1839,. and educated aot a 
business college., In 1891 he became 
president of the Victor Rubber Co., 
and a few years later organised the 
Firestone Tyre and Rubber Co. of 
US.A., following this up with a simi- 
lor company In Canada and also the 
Firestone Steel Products Co., -and 
various other concerns. 

During the World War, in addition 
to being a member of the Ohio Coun- 
cil of Defence, he was president of 
the Rubber Association of Amcricn, 
organising its activitles for war- 
work. 


OPPOSED RUBBER

In 1922 he led a campaign in op- 
position to the scheme put into foree 
by the British Government on re- 
stricting the output of rubber as a 
means of building up the industry.

Government -reserves to itself the 
right henceforth, without any further 
notice, to take such retallatory action, 
in the event of any recurrence of 
these attacks, as may be required by 
and ‘appropriate to any particular 
case.” 
Replying to a supplementary ques- 
tion, Mr, Eden said his advice was 
that the steps the government had 
decided upon would be sufficient to 
end completely these piratical attacks, 
He was confident it would bo so, but 
should they be mistaken in their 
conclusions, the Government could 
not exclude any further action. 

In answer to another question Mr. 
Eden said that while he had no defi- 
nite information as to the ports from 
which pirate vessels carried on their 
operations there was reason to believe 
that they were based on Majorca.—

AROUK has other ad-

If he is not 
very careful he will very soon 
be fat. But for the moment, de- 
spite beginnings of a double chin, 
he ts still good-looking, with the 
fnir halr and blue eyes which re- 
call his European ancestry, and 
which have an exotic charm for 
Egyplian eyes.. 

He came ,to the thronc, a boy-_ 
king, just at the most auspicious 
of moments, when constitutional 
{recedom: was being restored and 
the treaty, of independence was 
being negotiated. That in itsclt 
was a good basis for popularity. 
Here was a new king for a new cra, 

But it all comes back to this— 
Farouk’s popularity ts largely based 
on Fund’s unpopularity, He 1s 
Mked because the people believe 
that in every way—-as Jimmy puts 
it—he Js “ not like his father.” 

When It begins to get round that 
as a matter of fact he is in many 
ways exceedingly Ike his father, 
thnt popularity may wane very 
-rapldly, - 

Fuad spent the years of his 
relgn in two pursults—nccumulat- 
ing power and: accumulating 
money. He was pretty successful 
in-both. Politically, he got-rid of 
parliamentary government for 
years, and ruled with Prime 
Ministers of his own choosing. 
Financially, he js reputed to have 
left a fortune of £16,000,000. 

Financially, Farouk may or may 
not share his father’s acquisitive- 
ness. Politically, his ideas are 
much the same, And he has in- 


the Constitutional Party in the long 
struggle against Fuad, the man 
who in the end had won the game 
and forced the sick and dying King 
to restore parliamentary movern- 
ment. . 

So from the beginning—clghteen 
months ago—King Farouk has 
hated Premier Nahas. And Nahas. 
know!ng the boy's ideas, and the 
teaching he had os Prince, has dis- 
trusted Farouk—reallsing, as most 
Egyptians have not, that tt might 
before long be necessary arain to 


Sometimes he must, or risk his 
position and reputation. He is 
apt to fall back on rumours and 
“hear-say.” That sort of thing 
is deplorable in the eyes of of- 


ficialdom; and yet the remedy is 


in the hands of the very people 
who make complaints. 


A story is told of a press gal- 
lery reporter who was sent to 
interview n Prime Minister. The 
Prime Minister did not prove 
a satisfactory subject. But the 
reporter was afraid to admit 
failure. .So he wrote something 
like this: “Tht Government may 
fall to-morrow over the—Treaty 
issue and there is a definite split 
among the Back Benchers. The 
Prime Minister did not deny 
this grave situation when_ques- 
tioned to-day. The 
Government did not fall and 
there was no split among 
the Back Benchers; and there 
is no record of the fate of 
the reporter. Fortunately, few 
journniists use such technique 
to-day and newspapers are on 
their guard against it. But how 
much. simpler it would be for 
the news-gatherer, ‘and how 
much falrer to the public, if the 
great mon had time to. answer

The Foreign Seerctary expressed 
the reudiness of the British Govern- 
ment to consider a suprestion by 
Commander J. Wedgwood, Labour 
MP. for Newcastle, that the Vatican 
should be upproached for {ts con- 
demnation. 

The sole desire of the British
